The Harrisburg city council, hold 
ing its first regular night meeting 
Tuesday evening, voted to go Ahead 
with its 1958 paving program and 
allocated $1,000 for community de­ 
velopment.

Col. Charles B. Schweizer, dis­ 
trict Army engineer, sa(d water 
had risen a foot at Cape Girar­ 
deau, Mo., above Cairo. 
But the 
gorge was only four feet deep in 
an area where water 
normally 
would he about nine feet deep at 
this time of year. 


“ If the gorge continues to grow," 
he added, “ the Mississippi will be­ 
come a river of ice at that point." 
Water pressure against the dam 
could eventually push the ire mass 
downstream, he said, or the dam 
could simply keep building. 
More than a hundred boats w ert 
tied up at Cairo- and Cape Girar­ 
deau while a dozen others inched 
Upstream. 
One towboat got half­ 
way through the gorge Tuesday, 
making about 13 miles in a 24-hour 
period. 
Schweizer said the boats were 
not in danger “ for the time be­ 
ing.

Storm Dumps It 
Italian Seamen 


From Lifeboat 


NORFOLK, Va tl'.RJ 
A rescue 
vessel reported today that 24 Ital 
ian seamen still were missing in 
storm-swept waters off the North 
Carolina coast, where they were 
dumped from a lifeboat Tuesday 
before the ship could haul them 
aboard 
The American 
liner President 
Adams radioed that it was contin 
uing a search for the men, but that 
its own lifeboat had to be abandon­ 
ed “because of heavy seas.’’ Three 
members of the Italian crew were 
rescued during the night. 
The ship also reported that the 
ore vessel Bonitas, abandoned by 
the missing crewmen Tuesday when 
it was crijipled in a severe Atlan 
tic storm, was still afloat but “down 
by the head " 
Three Navy destroyer escorts, a 
Coast Guard cutter and a merchant 
vessel joined the search during the 
night, the Adams reported. 
But 
heavy seas continued and visibility 
wras greatly reduced by a 
blinding 
snowstorm." 
Two of the men were saved in 
a dramatic rescue over the stern 
of the Adams, according to the 
message, and the third plucked 
from the towering waves moments 
later. 
The other 24 drifted away 
in the darkness. 
The search was centered about 
150 miles off Cape Lookout, N, C. 
The liner which was headed for 
Panama, said the Bonitas was drift 
ing "about two miles from my pres 
ent position" with two of its holds 
flooded.
